It is tor the packers to say today whether 
they will hold another conference with rep- 
resentatives of organized labor relative to 
the strike of the butcher workmen. The re- 
Muest for such a meeting was submitted yes- 
terday evening to the owners of the packing 
plants by the union leaders of Chicago. The 
employers will decide this morning what re- 
piy to make. ; 

The labor proposition emanated not from 
the buichers but from a committee repre- 
senting many affected trades, including the 
teamsters. It consisted of a letter sent in 
duplicate to the union on strike and to the 
packers, in which each party to the struggle 
Was requested to participate in a joint meet- 
ing of employers and all trades interested. 
The butchers promptly answered that they 
were ready to go into the conference. 


Sympathetic Strike Put Off. 


Pending the outcome of this attempt to re- 
open negotiations, the men in the mechanical 
departments and the teamsters and sta- 
tionary firemen at the packing houses will 
remain at work. Assurances that they 
would go out in sympathetic strikes as a 
last resort were renewed to President Don- 
nelly of the butchers. Donnelly continued 
to advise against the extension of the strug- 
gle until it seemed necessary. 

Mayor Harrison announced that he would 
postpone his annual summer vacation until 
the end of the sirike. 

“We can never tell what will happen,” 
he said, and I will stay 4 Chicago until 
peace is assured.“ 


Hunt’s Work Satiefies Mayor. 


The mayor said he saw no reason for put- 
ting Assistant Chief Schuettler over Inspect- 
or Hunt in charge of the strike.

5 
All the by products of the slaughtering 
industry are now lost by the employers. 
They cannot save the heads, feet, or hides, 
for they have not the men to work them up. 
And it-ds from the products made up from 
these otherwise waste parts that the profits 
of the business come. 

Our men can stay out indefinitely if we 


‘can just keep them in line and prevent Ais- 


turbances. They will not want for any of 
the necessaries of life. We have perfected 
a plan by which we can sell or give them 
free what food they require. They need no 
coal and little clothing.“ | 


Strike Breakers on Strike. 

The 350 laborers employed at the Ham- 
mond plant struck in the morning for an 
increase in wages. They won. | 

The company has been paying its non- 
union men $3 a day since the strike began. 
A rumor spread that the packers would be 
willing to pay more if forced to, and a strike 
was the result. The men threw down their 
work and informed the foremen that they 
must have more money. 

A hurried conference was held and it was 
decided to give the men $4 a day. Nearly 
half of the force went to work, while the 
others considered the offer. These men de- 
cided that $5 would be as easily obtained as 
$4, and held off. 

In order that the work might not stop alto- 
gether, their demands were granted, and for 
fifteen minutes peace reigned throughout 
the plant. 

Then the $4 men found out that the othere 
were receiving $5, and they struck again. 
After a few more conferences all the men 
were sent back to their work with the under- 
standing that all would receive $5 a day so 
long as the strike lasts. | 

The strike breakers at the Swift and Ar- 
mour plants are being paid $2.15 a day with 
board and lodging. They have been prom- 


ised steady employment after the strike is |” 


settled at $1.65 a day. 


More Men Hired; More Quit. 

Four hundred new men, it is Stated, were 
added to the strike breaking forces of the 
packing houses, but this number did little 
more than supply the deficiency caused by 
those who left. 

In the morning seventy men left the Ar- 
mour plant in a body, but 125 men were en- 
gaged to take their places. One hundred of 
these came from Cincinnati over the Monon 
route at noon. 

The afternoon train on the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern carried in seventy-five 
men that were apportioned between the Ar- 
mour, Morris, and Hammond plants. Sev- 
enty-five men went to the Swift plant ona 
morning train, and a number were taken 
from downtown on the trolley cars and set 
at work in the various plants. 

Forty well dressed young men with suit 
cases entered the yards by the hog chutes at 
Fortieth street in the morning escorted by 
Sergeant Lyman of the stockyards station. 
They went to the Nelson Morris plant. The 
strikers said they were college men; the em- 
.ployers declared they were expert butchers. 

The number of men. housed by all the pack- 
ing house firms has been estimated at 3,050 
by the police. 


Foremen Try to Get Workers. 


Foremen placed at the, doors of the sev- 
eral plants are authorized to engage as many 
men as they can induce to come to work. 
Efforts were made at Swift's plant, the 
strikers assert, to “‘ shanghai "* several Pol 


ish and Italian workingwen who passed. A A 


half dozen recruits were gained in this way, 
but one, a Pole, stated his unwillingness to 
go to work. | 

The foreman became insistent, the story 
goes, and took the laborer by the arm to 
lead him into the establishment. With a 
vigorous speech in his native tongue, the 
Pole broke away from his captor and fled. 

Many of the strike breakers were set at 
the work of loading cars with meat and 
produce. Two hundred cars were shipped, 
and Swift & Co. stated that fourteen more 
cars were being prepared for export to Eng- 
land. 

Figures from the government inspection 
office at the yards show that in the week 
of the strike not a car has left the yards 
loaded with export meats. The average 
number of carloads to leave the country 
from the Chicago yards daily at this season 
should be thirty-five. | 

All the packers have laid off several of 
their linemen as a result of the falling off 
of their shipping business. These are men 
who ‘accompany‘cars of meat on regular 
routes and’see to the business of leaving 
each package at its proper destination. Each 
of these routes takes a week to cover. Swift 
& Co. has regularly given ployment to 
forty of these men. All but of them 
have been Lid off. 


Record of Day’s Killing. 

Nine hundred hogs were killed at the Swift 
plant and 125 cattle. The same number of 
cattle were killed at the Armour plant with 
fifty hogs. Nelson Morris & Co. killed 200 
cattle. | 

In the Armour cattle beds four men con- 
stitute a killing crew. They made far slower 
work of it than the experts and a separate 
crew was stationed at the outside of the gate 


to hit the cattle an extra rap.

Swift & Co., was credited with the statement 
that because of the unskilled men who cut 
up the meat a large percentage is wasted. 
The same man declared that while the kill- 
ing that is being done is sufficient to supply 
the present demands of the market, prac- 
rr none of the by products are being 
used. 

No tripe is being prepared, it was asserted, 
and less than 2,000 pounds of sausage is made 
daily in the yards. This is not enough to 
supply the present demand. It was also 
said that unskilled butchers injure the hides 
and reduce the amount of first class meat 
by damaging the fine rib cuts. 

Union officiatés made the claim that the five 
independent plants of the stockyards are 
suppl¥ing nearly all the meat to the Chicago 
market. These firms have no strike, and it 
is stated/that their business has increased 
so that they have given employment to 100 
additional union men. 


Strikers’ Plant Open Tomorrow. 


The Codperative Packing company, organ- 


ized by President Donnelly and Philip Mur- 
phy to give work to idle union men, will be 
opened at 1630 West Forty-seventh street, 
near the union headquarters, and the killing 
is to commence tomorrow morning.

STRIKE NEWS IN OTHER TOWNS. 


Few Disturbances Are Reported, but 
Condition at South St. Paul Is 
Declared Critical. 


Strike conditions yesterday at the other 
packing house centers throughout the coun- 
try are shown in the following summary: 


St. Paul, Minn.—The officials of the state were 
called on by business men of South St. Paul to in- 
terfere and end the strike as the result of a 
meeting called by Gen. M. D. Flower, president 
of the Stockyards company. A strong line of 
pickets was maintained at the yards, and none 
allowed to enter except the women stenographers. 
Charles Fitch, a commission man, remonstrated 
with Mayor Lyttle at the yards for not dispersing 
the strikers. One of the pickets then called for 
300 yards of rope to hang Fitch,“ and was 
arrested. Gen. Flower invited the mayor 
to attend the meeting of business men, but the 
mayor refused and asked the president of the 
yards to leave town unt the strike was settled. 
Resolutions were adopted at the meeting ad- 
dressed to the state officers stating that lawless- 
ness prevailed and business was paralyzed, and 
suggesting that the state militia be called outasa 
means of restoring order. After a conference with 
Gov. Van Sant in the evening, Sheriff Grisim of 
South St. Paul said he believed he could control 
the situation today. It is thought he will swear in 
twenty-five deputies offered by the business men 
of South St. Paul and that he will make a deter- 
mined effort to break through the picket lines to- 
morrow morning. Matters are believed to be more 
serious than at any time so far, Radicals are sald 
to be in control of the strikers. Unless they 
weaken during the night it is feared there may be 
a hard struggle at the Swift plant this morning, as 
the strikers say they will defy the authorities, and 
even the militia.

Two carloads of nonunion 
men were smuggled into the Swift plant, notwith- 
standing the vigilance of the union men, who 
would not allow returning traveling salesmen to 
enter the yards. Few of the 5,500 strikers have 
returned to work, but the packers assert they are 
prepared to slaughter 1,500 cattle and 6,000 hogs 
dally. 

St. Louis, Mo.—Attorneys employed by the strik- 
ing unions served the packers at East St. Louis 
with a five days’ notice to dissolve the injunction 
against the strikers, 

Kansas City, Mo.—A general sympathetic strike 
of all trades employed by the packers was threat- 
ened unless a peace agreement is reached at Chi- 

There are 800 men in the Allied Trades 
unions, and a strike involving them would tie up 
the plants, the men say. A committee from the 
railway switchmen visited union headquarters and 
offered to fefuse to switch cars to the tracks of 
the packing houses. The union officials said that 
such action would be unnecessary. The packers 
put additional forces of nonunion men to work and 
increased the output of meat. 

Boston, Masse.—Meat cutters here were offered 
free transportation to Chicago and employment 
there at $5 a day with assurance of steady work. 
Meat trimmers also were called for at 40 cents

While 
on Saturday a sirloin steak cost 60 cents, 
customers paid 70 cents yesterday for the 
same cut. The largest increase has been 
made in the price of the expensive cuts, 
porterhouse steak with mushrooms, quoted 


at $2.75 on Saturday, now bringing $3.25. 


Since the beginning of the strike the price 
of desirable cuts in loins and ribs has jumped 
from 15 to 20 cents. A corresponding raise 
in the price of medium grade meats fails 
heavily upon the boarding house keepers 
and the families who buy the ordinary cuts 
of steak. 

Diners who declared they had not been 
affected by the strike were surprised to find 
the printed figures on the menu cards crossed 
out and figures in ink placed in their stead. 
The waiters explained apologetically that 
prices had gone up.“ The proprietors said 
they might advance still more if conditions: 
did not improve.

My 
family is at St. Joseph, Mich., where prac- 
tically no first class fresh meat can be 
bought.“ 

A. F. Evans, for Swift & Co., said the cool- 
ers in Chicago and New York were amply 
supplied with beef, mutton, and pork, and 
that all demands could be filled promptly. 
New York, he said, was in especially good 
shape, and declared complaints of scarcity 
and high prices were unwarranted. 

Retail butchers directly denied Mr. Evans’ 
assertion that retailers are responsible for 
the high prices. 


GOMPERS BLAMES THE PACKERS 


President of Federation Justifies De- 
mands of the Unions at the 
Stockyards. 


Washington, D. C., July 19.—* If the strike 
in Chicago and elsewhere is not brought toa 
close by agreement with the packers, what- 
ever is entailed cannot be laid to the door 
of the union.”

OP SUICIDE PLAN, 


TELLS 


HANS FUCHS NOTIFIES FRIENDS 


AND THEN ENDS LIFE. / 


Manufacturer Speaks to Them by Tele- 
phone from Hotel, Declaring Death 
of Wife Leads to Act—Had Brooded 
Over Loss for Several Months—Men 
Hurry to Room, but Arrive Too Late 
~—Bullet Proves Fatal Before Hos- 
pital Is Reached. 


Hans Fuchs, a wealthy manufacturer, had, 
brooded over the death of his wife since 
January. He had decided life never could 
be the same without the woman whom he 
had wedded twenty years ago in Bavaria, so 
he determined to die. Before he shot himself 
yesterday afternoon in his room at the Plaza 
hotel he notified all his friends, some by 
letter, some by telephone. His last mes- 
sages did not differ materially. They were: 

Life is empty and gloomy since the death 
of my dear companion, so I shall end it. At 
8:10 this afternoon I shall be no more.” 

Fuchs dressed himself completely in black, 
including a black cravat and jet shirt studs. 
He removed from his pockets his cigars, 
money, knife, and other articles and laid 
them in a row on the dresser. 

When the pistol shot was heard two friends 
of the manufacturer were seeking the hotel 
manager. The clerk wanted to know the 
reason The men, who came from Mr. 
Fuchs’ office at 828 Dearborn street, could 


not wait to explain. They found the man- 


ager themselves. 

“Mr. Fuchs!“ gasped E. C. Ticknor. “ Is 
he in his room? He has notified me and his 
friends that he will take his life. A short 
time ago he telephoned me that it would be 
over at 3:10.“ 

Manager Hill and the empioyés hurried to 
the room. They were too late, but Mr. 
Fuchs still was breathing. He lay partly 
over a trunk and died on the way to the 
Alexian Brothers’ hospital. 

The man was senior partner of the Fuchs & 
Lang company, manufacturers of lithogra- 
phers’ supplies at 828 Dearborn street. The 
company has branches in New York and 
Philadelphia and factories in Bavaria, Brook- 
lyn, and New Jersey. 

lt was said Mrs. Fuchsalso had committed 
suicide by shooting.

TWO FLIES IN OINTMENT. 


So-Called Machine Wants Cook 
and Allen on Ticket; and 


Reformers May Balk.

Jefferson City, Mo., July 19.—[Special.}— 
Missouri is going to be good. Seven hundred 
delegates and three hundBed spectators 
packed into a bandbox nvention hall 
started the new program of administrative 
honesty this morning. They sat coatless, 
perspiring, and noisy, making “a joyful 
noise before the Lord in amen of 0 
intentions. 

Folk will head the tlaket. Anti-boodle will 
be the platform. Reform laws for corrupt 
corporations will be the program. 

At a late hour tonight the credentlal com- 
mittee was struggling with contests and the 
resolutions committee with the platform, but 
these are nonessentials. The democratic 
party in Missouri has picked its champion 
against corruption and has committed itself 
to an anti-graft campaign. 

Missouri democrats have put this forward 
a the new idea in politics“ the Missouri 

ea. 

Anti-Boodle Plank Specific. 

The “anti-boodle” plank which will be 
adopted by the convention tomorrow is as 
follows: 

The democratic party of Missouri not only stands 
for materia] and intellectual progress but for moral 
advancement, and declares that the paramount 
issue beforé the people of Missouri is the eradica- 
tion of bribery from public life in this state. There 
has been ho more corruption in Missouri than in 
other states, but it has been exposed here and in 
other states it has not. Through the work of 
democratic officials of Missouri the Missouri 
dea has become the slogan all over the land. 
Appalling exposures of corruption in Missouri 
have brought upon the good citizens of this state 
the responsibility of stamping - things that dis- 
honor and oppress. 

Good citizens may be wrong innocently, but 
toleration of known abuses is criminal. No party 
can be hurt by getting rid of rascals. No state can 
be injured by enforcement of law. Disgrace is in 
toleration, not in correction. There can be no 
grander mission in store for any political party 
than to fight public evils. The subject of the erad- 
ication of bribery is more important than any 
other, for other problems concern functions of 
government while this goes to * existence of gov- 
ernment itself. 


Bribery Foe of Commonwealth. 

Corruption in public life, if tolerated, will lead-to 
destruction of free government. Where bribery 
rules there is a government not of, for, and by the 
people, but a government of and for a few with | 
wealth enough to purchase official favors. Other 
offenses violate the law, while bribery aims at the 
assassination of the commonwealth itself. 

In the city of St. Louis, according to the con- 
fessions of those implicated, fot twenty-five years 
bribery has stalked through the legislative halls. 
They 
were confident in their wealth and present power 
and felt that no one dared attack them. In our 
state legislature legislators have forgotten their 
high commission and have become involved in the 
meshes of greed. Democratic officials have exposed 
these conditions and laid upon Genders the heavy 
band of the law. 


We indorse the work that has been done in this 
regard. We declare unremitting warfare against 
corruption and pledge the democratic party to hit 
corruption and hit it hard, whether in our own 
ranks or in the ranks of the opposition party. 
The decree is hereby announced that there is no 
room in the democratic party for a boodler. We 
repudiate their support and do not want their 
votes. We invite all honest people of all political 
parties to join us in this crusade against corrup- 
tion.

The fighting issue before the delegates 
has been narrowed down to one concerning 
two minor places on the state ticket. The 
last fight of the machine is for Sam B. Cook 
for secretary of state and Albert O. Allen 
for auditor. These two men, connected with 

the old machine, may be nominated. 


Two Flies in Folk Ointment. 

The taxation of corporations will be one 
of the points on the firing line, and in this 
connection railroad lobbyists are here work- 
ing for Cook and Allen.

BRYAN STILL DICTATOR. 
Senator Gorman Tells Democratic 
Leaders He Cannot Head 
National Committee. 


New York, July 10.—[Special.]}-Oscar 8. 
Straus, who was minister to Turkey under 
the Cleveland administration, and later spe- 
cial representative to the same country at 
President McKinley's request, announced 
himself today as a supporter of President 
At the last presidential election 
Mr. Straus supported McKinley and Roose- 
velt, In the preceding election he was for 
Palmer and Buckner. Mr. Straus wrote on 
Monday to President Roosevelt as follows: 


Though I have always been a liberal democrat, 
latterly a Cleveland democrat, my admiration for 
your fearless devotion to right in ite highest sense, 
and my esteem for your wisdom and courageous ex- 
ecutive conservatism, make it a privilege no less 
than my duty to dedicate my best services to your 
election, OSCAR 8. STRAUS. 


Too Much Bryan at St. Louis. 

Mr. Straus said tonight that in his opinion 
the democratic party, since it would not put 
& sound money plank in its platform, is not 
sufficiently reconstructed to be intrusted 
with power, and Mr. Bryan is justified in 
claiming a victory. 

Mr. Straus said, also, that President Roose- 
velt has shown he is equally the friend of 
capital and labor, but that he will permit 
neither to dictate to him to the prejudice of 
the fundamental rights of all the people. 

His administration has been foremost 
among the chancellories of the world in ad- 
vocating the open door in China, said Mr. 
Straus, and in giving effect to the diplo- 
macy of humanity by making its influence 
felt to arrest the massacres of Christians in 
‘Turkey and the massacres and persecutions 
of the Jews in Russia and Roumania.” 


Gorman Will Not Serve. 

Senator Arthur P. Gorman informed Judge 
Parker’s friends in this city today that it 
would be impossible for him to accept the 
chairmanship of the democratic national 
committee. They refused to accept his an- 
swer as final, and spent the greater part of 
the day endeavoring to induce him to change 
his mind. They had not given up hope to- 
night that he might be persuaded to do so. 

“TI ought not to be asked to assume the 
burdens of the chairmanship,” Senator Gor- 
man said. I have done my share for the 
democratic party, and you ought to find some 
one else to take the place. I know what the 
demands of the position are, and I don’t 
think that I ought to be called upon to as- 
sume them, although I am willing to do 
everything in my power to bring about the 
election of Parker and Davis.”

INSPECTOR WHEELER. . 

Inspector Wheeler’s district extends from 
the river through the heart of the west side. 
It contains a “ levee,” which is regarded by 
many experienced persons as the worst in 
America. One reason why it is particularly 
dangerous to public morals is that it is in- 
terspersed with residences and with fac- 
tories. The girl on her way home from 
work and the boy out for an evening stroll 
are exposed to sights and to invitations 
which ought not to be placed in the way of 
casual and youthful pedestrians. 

In other words, the west side levee not 
only provides a rendezvous for the vicious 
but thrusts temptation before the virtuous. 
It therefore should be compelled, more than 
almost any other levee, to keep within doors. 
It has not been compelled to do that. It has 
been allowed to display itself flauntingly at 
windows and on streets. Many of these 
streets differ from ordinary levee streets in 
that they are continually and properly used 
by persons transacting legitimate business. 
The scenes of profligacy enacted before the 
eyes of such persons have been intolerable. 

This is the whole complaint against 

Wheeler? No one can reasonably expect him 
to annihilate the social evil. To annihilate 
it in its present habitat is simply to, spill 
it out over the rest of fhe city. No such 


 * gomsequence would be endured without pro- 


‘test by the inhabitants of the exclusively 
residence districts. It was regulation, not 


annihilation, that public sentiment demand- 


ed. Wheeler failed to provide regulation. 
It is evident that the inspector’s regula- 


tion of the social evil was too lax. It was a 


matter of degree. He allowed women to 
g@ppear at windows and on streets when he 
ht to have driven them under cover. 
Perhaps through long experience he had be- 
‘come callous to spectacles which fill the 
inexperienced: citizen with’ loathing. The 
‘elyil service commission deserves great 
‘credit for its courage in taking an unpre- 
‘cedented step toward the reprobation of such 
practices. It was unfortunate for Inspector 
Wheeler that he and not some other in- 
ppector was picked out by the lightning. 
The other inspectors will do well to remove 
wil lightning attractors from their persons. 
They have districts in which scenes similar 
to those in Wheeler's district can sometimes 
‘be observed. 2 
_ Meanwhile Wheeler can reinstate himself 
im the confidence of the public, which has 
not forgotten his previous services. Hehas 
chown during the last few months that he 
ean enforce outward decency better if he 
tries. The public will remember that he 
has a long and stubborn row to hoe. If he 
‘takes his medicine and addresses himself to 
thoeing, his experience will enable him to de 
Work which will restore him to his old pres- 
tige much faster than any number of ap- 
peals to the courts. 
The present investigation will be doubly 
useful if it informs the public not only with 
ard to the duties but also with regard te 
the difficulties of police administration. 


ATTACKING A WOMAN. 

It is eowardly, as well as criminal, for 
half a dozen or more strikers to attack and 
beat a lone nonunion man. If each striker 
were to ‘pick out the particular nonunion- 
ist who had taken his job and challenge 
him to prove with his fists that he was 
the better man there would be an element 
of fair play to the transaction, although 
it would still be unlawful. 

Thus far the stockyards strikers have 
been much less violent than on past occa- 
sions., This may be due to the efforts of 
their leader or out of deference to the opin- 
‘ton of the public, which is opposed to wan- 
ton viglence. Whatever the cause may be 
ithe cliatige is gratifying. 
But something which happened day be- 
fore yesterday revealed the real feelings 
‘ot some of the strikers and showed what 
they are likely to do if the present hollow 
= jpeacershould end. Miss Molly Day is the 

president or the striking women’s union. 
‘Several of the men strikers, who did not 
“know her; saw her going in and out of some 
or the packing houses and concluded that she 
was working, or trying to cet work. The 
iyuffians followed, overtook, blackguarded, 
and attacked het. Fortunately, she was 
able to escape ünharmed. 

It is, shameful enough for several men 
to fall upon one, though such assaults have 
sometimes found apologists, but who is 
there who will dare to say a word in palia- 
tion of the conduct of dastards who threaten 
a woman because they believe she is a non- 
unionist and is working while a strike 
is on! Where have been instances of wom- 
en strikers assailing other women who 
had taken their jobs,“ but when, in the 
past, have men fallen so low as to gather 
around & woman and blackguard her be- 


"- cause they thought she was working during 


a strike? ‘Hitherto their sex has been a pro- 
)tection tor women, even in the bitterest of 
labor. wars. ‘The degenerates among the 
strikers who treat helpless women as cruel- 
‘dy as they do defenseles men injure their 
organizations in the eyes of the public. 
They do not hasten, but delay the settlement 


of the strike. They should be dealt with as 
their fellows would deal with men who 
dared to raise a hand against, or use foul 
and threatening language to, their own 
wives or children. 


THE FIGHT AT MOTIEN PASS. 
The Russian attack on the Japauese at 
Motien pass last Saturday and Sunday may

de taken as indicating that Gen. Kouropat- 


kin has received sufficient reinforcements to 
cause him to feel justified in taking the of- 
fensive. Any enterprising commander in 
his place who had sufficient force to war- 
rant the risk would make a vigorous attempt 


tends from Kaiping, in the south, nearly to 
Sintzintin in the north. At the last named 
point, sixty-six miles east of Mukden, the 
Cossacks and the Japanese scouts are com-. 
ing together. The Russian outpost at Tzyap- 
chan, a little to the south and west of Sint- 
zintin, was attacked by the Japanese the 
other day. 

If Gen. Kouropatkin had been able to drive 
the Japanese out of Motien pass and to fol- 
low up that success he would have cut Gen. 
Kuroki's army in two, driving his left wing 


| back on the Takushan army and leaving the 


right wing in a perilous predicament. If 
that was what the Russians hoped to do 
they did not succeed. 

According to Gen. Kouropatkin the orders 
given to Gen. Keller were that he was to 
start not with the object of capturing Motiev 


pass but to act according to the strength. 


of the force he found opposed to him. The 
movement was a reconnoissance in force to 
learn the strength of the enemy and take ad- 
vantage of any favorable opportunity. The 
Russian hypothesis was that Gen. Kuroki’s 
principal forces were concentrated around 
Lianshankwan; which lies to the east of 
Motien pass, about half way between it and 
Siaokao pass. 

The Japanese appear to have been at Mo- 
tien pass in greater numbers than the Rus- 
sians looked for. Although Gen. Kellerhad 
about 20,000 men who fought gallantly and 
had the initial advantage of surprising the 
Japanese outposts the Russians were forced 
to retreat with an admitted loss.of over 1,000 
men. On this as on other occasions they 
were at a disadvantage because of the su- 
periority of the Japs in artillery. Gen. 
Keller had some field guns, but reports that 
on account of the nature of the ground he 
could not bring them into action. 

Gen. Kouropatkin has gained some in- 
formation as to the strength of the Japa- 

nese at and near Motien pass, but he has 

had to pay a high price forit. A soldier of 

his ability is not to be discouraged by one 

failure and it may not be many days before 

the Russian commander iu chief will aim 

another blow at Gen. Kuroki. 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 
If it were not for the packing house strike 
the industrial situation would be fairly sat- 
isfactory. During June commodity prices 
fell 3.7 per cent. That meant an increase 
in the purchasing power of wages, butif the 
advance in the price of meat should continue 
for any length of time the consumers will 


lose what they gained last month. 


The railroads have done a little more busi- 
ness during each of the last four weeks than 
during the corresponding months of last 
year. They are making moderate purchases 
of steel rail, cars, and locomotives. The 
reduction of the wages of the operatives in 
the Fall River mills has its bright side. The 
manufacturers will be able to offer goods 
at prices which will appeal to consumers 


and the milla will run on fulktime instead or have! 
half time. 


‘There is moderate activity in the iron and 


steel market: Produetion is being redyced_ 
to the basis of consumption, while prices re- 


main unchanged, nor are they likely to be 
until the second quarter of next year. Dur- 
ing the first half of the year about 200,000 
tons of steel billets, rails, and bars and of 
pig iron were shipped to various foreign 
countries. Last year these products were 
sent abroad in quite small quantities. If in 
were not for the ability of the iron and steel 
men to find foreign markets they would be 
forced to lower domestic prices. 

Conditions in meréantile trade are healthy. 
Jobbers in different lines report fair sales 
and a cheering demand for goods. In some 
instances the demand is better than it was 
a year ago. Naturally the farmers are not 
heavy buyers at this time, when they are out 
in the fields. If they have good crops they 
will buy freely next spring. 

The building industry, which is of so much 
importance to the workingmen of the large 
cities is, generally speaking, in excellent 
shape. That is eminently true of Chicago. 
There is a possibility of trouble in New 
York, where nearly all the union carpenters. 
have gone on a strike to enforce the demand 
that the material they use be exclusively 
that manufactured in the metropolitan dis- 
trict. That is an indefensible demand, 
which no builder can accede to. He has the 
right to buy his materials in the best and 
cheapest market, and an attempt to confine 
him to the local market is simply an inter- 
ference with interstate commerce,

HE old Duke De la Rochefoucauld- 
Doudeauville, having recently been re- 
elected president ot the French Jockey 

‘club, au office which he is likely to 

hold until his death, and the pos-

to the great world in France to yield him 
the pas, is far from having been through- 

out his whole life the purely ornamental 
figurehead that the present generation seems 
to imagine. 

In his younger days he was a useful citi- 
‘gem, and the title of duke of Bisaccia, by 

which he was known until his elder broth- 
er's death made him duke of Doudeauville, 
and which is now borne by his younger 
son, was conferred upon him by the king of 
Naples as a recognition of valuable services 
rendered by him in Italy in the middle of

Tne duke's mother, who was a Montmb- 
rency, had inherited extensive estates in the 
kingdom of Naples. In 1845 she intrusted 
the administration thereof to him and finding 
that they were nonproductive and that every- 
thing had been allowed to go to wreck and 
ruin during the two centuries that the prop- 


‘ly house of Pignattelli, he set to work to

Lonsdale, endeavored to secure protection 
from the impending assault by appealing to 
the courts. 

There is no end of these antiquated pre- 
rogatives of the peerage, some of which are 
ignored by the peers themselves. Thus, no 


“It reminds me of the time when my old peer of the realm is obliged to stamp his 


letters if addressed to people within the 
limits of the vast Britishempire. His frank 
or signature on the envelope is sufficient, 
though there are few peers who are close 
fisted enough to take advantage of this 
immunity now that the postage of an ordi- 
nary letter has been reduced to a penny. 


It is also a far more serious matter to speak 
ill of a peer than of a commoner, and news- 
papers which venture to criticise in an un- 
friendly fashion the moral shortcomings of 
a lord run the risk not merely of civil or 
criminal suits for libel but likewise of being 
punished for contempt of the house of par- 
liament, an offense termed in law scanda- 
lum magnatum and regarded as most 
heinous. In the same way the ordinary elti- 
zen who becomes involved in a fisticuff en- 
counter with a peer exposes himself to terri-. 
bly severe punishment for contempt of the 
whole houses of parliament and as having 
been guilty of a great crime, and there are 
drastic penalties provided by laws enacted 
hundreds of years ago for those who happen 
te use their whip, their cane, or their fists 
upon a peer’s coachman, his footman, or his 
servants. These laws, which are still in 
force, having been placed on the statute 
book in the days when the journey’ to par- 
liament at Westminster was fraught with 
much danger and it was necessary to devise 
means of protecting not only the members of 
both. houses of parliament but likewise their 
personal attendants. 

| Every time parliament opens, each one of 
the 560 peers, if his way to the house of 
lords at Westminster leads him through 
any of the king’s deer parks, is entitled by 
law to kill one or two deer and to take them 
away with him as his personal perquisites.

NEW THEATER LAW 
“HARD TO OBEY.” 


Local theater managers stated yesterday 
that not enough time had been allowed them 
to comply with the amended theater ordi- 
nance. Unless some extension can be grant- 
ed or some modifications made it is possible 
that several of the larger theaters will be 
unable to reopen on Sept. 1. 

Some of the managers scout the idea of 
a practical ordinance being framed to ap- 
ply to all the theaters. Some are so built, 
they declare, that strict compliance with 
the ordinance would be impossible. ä 

There is a chance of some of the managers 
appealing to court;.others may try to arrange 
a compromise, while possibly a few will try 
to run their playhouses in violation of the 
ordinance until stopped by the city. 


The Great Northern theater especially 
presents complicated problems when its 
reconstruction is considered. Two entrances 
lead to the auditorium from either side. 
There is no rear exit. To make one, as the 
ordinance provides, a passage would have 
to be cut through the Great Northern hotel, 
piercing the hotel office. 

“In order to construct a tunnel at the 
rear.“ said Manager J. H. Browne, we 
would have to build a fireproof wall leading 
to either exit, and shutting off all the air. 
It would be stifling in the house if this were 
done. The removal of the seats that would 
be made necessary would leave us so little 
seating room that we would be obliged to 
close the theater for lack of sufficient re- 
ceipts. 

“The building is a new one,’’ continued 
Mr. Browne, and is constructed strictly 
on fireproof principles. We have cement 
floors, which cannot be torn up. The stage 
is of steel, and there is no combustible ma- 
terial in any portion of the house. When 
it comes to fireproofing an already fireproof. 
building the situation presents some diffi- 
culties. 

I cannot say what our plan will be. Jt 
is a physical impossibility to remodel. the 
house according to the rules laid down by 
the city council. We have had an architect 
employed in figuring out new plans, but the 
problem has been too much for him. 

We do not wish to antagonize the city 


council or do anything of a combative na- |. 


ture, but we shall ask it not to force us 
into the impossible. We may appeal to the 
courts. We are willing to put any amount 
of money into necessary improvements, but 
not to shut down our house on atcount of 
being unable to rebuild it.“ 

“They should have given us more time,” 
said Manager Hamlin of the Grand opera 
house. Yesterday was practically the date 
of the beginning of the ordinance, I.can- 
not say whether we shall be obliged to close 
or not. It will take several weeks to install 
a sprinkling plant. With the exception of 
this equipment we have already complied 
with. every requirement of the ordinance: 

The record in St. Louis shows that the 
sprinkling apparatus was released acci- 
dentally 250 times. Should this occur in a 


crowded dressing room we could not be re- 


sponsible for the results.” 

Al Jacobs of the Chicago opera house said 
that the necessary improvements could be 
made in that playhouse during the summer 
after the performances. We have a force 
of men working all night,.“ he said. We 
shall be open for inspection on Sept. 1.“ 


The Garrick theater may have to shut down 
for two weeks for the installation of a sprin- 
kling system. 

Manager Will Davis of the Illinois sald 
that he could not tell what his plans would 
be. I have lost interest in the theatrical 
business, he declared, since the new or- 
dinance wen: into effect. Similar city coun- 
cils would soon drive all theatrical compa- 
nies into strolling groups of players. I sup- 
pose we shall obey the law and open a fire- 
proof house on Sept. 1. 

McVicker’s theater, closed for the sum- 
mer, is unaergoing complete renovation pre- 
paratory to opening in the fall in full com- 
puance with the amended ordinance.

Mrs. Nadine Turchin, Wife of the Civil War General, 
Dies Alone arid in Poverty. 
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HE announcement of the death of Mrs. 
Nadine Turchin at her home at Ra- 
dom, III., closes the last chapter of a 
pathetic romance. It began more than 


the Crimean war, reached half way around 
the globe, to be continued in the American 
civil war at Bowling Green, Chattanooga, 
Chickamauga, Missionary Ridge, and the 
march with Sherman to Atlanta and then to 
the sea, and finally closed in a wretched hovel 
in a little Illinois town. 

Mrs. Nadine Turchin was the wife of Brig. 
Gen. John B. Turchin, an officer who won 
distinction as a brave leader in the civil 
war. She accompanied her husband through 
the entire war, riding on horseback through 
rain, sunshine, or dust and smoke of battle 
over mountains or through the woods of 
Tennessee and Georgia, during the memora- 
ble campaign of Tullahoma, Chickamauga, 
and Chattanooga, speaking a kind word of 
encouragement now and then to a tired and 
weary soldier, cheering him up to renewed 
exertions in his weary march.

John B. Turchin was born in Russia. He 


passed to the military schools, and was 
graduated as an engineer. In the Crimean 
war he won a colonelcy and high honors. In 
1856 he was given a year’s leave of absence 
and came to the United States with a young 
wife, 

Mme. Turchin was the daughter of an 
aristocratic family and had been well edu- 
cated. The two young people liked the 
United States and concluded to remain here. 

Col. Turchin attempted to resign his posi- 
tion in the Russian army. but in reply re- 
ceived notice that he had been declared ab- 
sent without leave, and that the estates and 
records of himself and wife had been confis- 
cated by the government. 

At the breaking out of the civil war the 
Russian colonel was an engineer in charge of 
construction of the IIlinois Central railroad. 
The construction gangs were at Mattoon 
when. Lincoln’s first call for troops echoed 
through the country. Turchin: resigned his 
position with the railroad company and en- 
listed for service with the Llinols volun- 
teers. He was commissioned colonel of the 
Nineteenth Lllinois regiment, and he and his 
mén, having only muskets for armament, 
‘were detailed to guard duty at Palmyra, Mo. 

Here Turchin clashed with the war depart- 
ment. He levied on the country around him 
for supplies, taking rations, horses, and 
equipment, and issuing vouchers. His regi- 
meht broke up the confederate enlistments, 
but Gen. Pope preferred charges against Col. 
Turchin. Gen. Fremont talked with Col. 
Turchin and tore up Gen. Pope’s charges. 


Lives in Midst of Battles. 

Mrs. Turchin was with her husband. She 
went with him to Pilot Knob, Mo., then into 
Kentucky, and she had started with the 
regiment for Washington when the train 
went through a bridge that had been 
wrecked near Vincennes on Sept. 17, 1861. 
Twenty-seven men were killed and 106 were 
injured in this accident, and as the good 
angel of the calamity, Mrs. Turchin tore up 
all but the dress she wore making bandages 
for the wounded. — 

Instead of going to Washington the regi- 
ment went to Elizabethtown, Ky., and Gen. 
Buell made Col. Turchin the chief officer 
to Gen. Mitchell. Turchin captured Bowl- 


raid, capturing the Memphis and Charleston 
railroad from Decatur to Bridgeport. 5 

As a brigadier general under Buell, Tur- 
chin’s troops had poor rations and were 
ordered to forage. Buell had Turchin and 


| his colonels courtmartialed, and while the 


trial was pending Gen. Turchin, at Hunts- 
ville, received a telegram from Mr. Watson, 
assistant secretary of war: 

We are advised that Gen. Buell, instead 
of guarding his communications, is court- 
martialing good, loyal officers, and I thought 
it unadvisable to send a brigadier general 
commission to Huntsville, but have sent it 
to Chicago. 


With Sherman to the Sea. 


After Gen. Turchin's death this telegram 
was found among his effects. But on Aug. 19, 
1862, he was dishonorably discharged.”’ 
His commission as brigadier general had 
taken effect on July 17, 1862, but accept- 
ance was not filed until Sept. 1, 1862. Com-

Spend Another Day on Capital Stock 

Falustions and Assessors’ Figures 
Are Increased in Several Instances — 
Price Baking Powder Company Isa

Some extensive advances were made yes- 
terday by the board of review in the valua- 
tion of personal property as returned by cor- 
porations to the assessors or estimated by 
that body.

Employés at the County building, Criminal 
Court building, and County hospital gave 
similar testimony.

“pany supplies the County and Criminal 
Court buildings, and the Miami company 
the County hospital. Commissioner Flana- 
gan said: 

“The coal at the Criminal Court and 
County buildings and at the County hos- 
pital has been found to fall 20 per cent be- 
low the guarantees, but no evidence has 
been given us to show that there were any 
irregularities during the tests. Deductions 
from the contract price will be made by 
the county.”

Nonunſon Companies Make Suggestions 
for Use in “Excepted Cities,” and 
Conference May Follow.

HARPER, WHEAT BULL OF 1887, 
ASKS RELEASE FROM DEBTS. 


Man Who Failed for Millions, Dragging 


Down Many Chicago Firms, Is Ap- 
plicant in Virginia Court. 


The disastrous Harper wheat deal of 1887 
yesterday was recalled on the board of trade 
by official notice that Edward L. Harper had 
been adjudged bankrupt. ; 

The collapse of the deal caused twenty 
failures on the board, large and srnall firms 


being wrecked, and the Fidelity National | 


bank of Cincinnati forced to suspend with 
liabilities of $4,000,000 and small assets. 
Harper is a resident of Big Stone Gap, Va., 


where the proceedings were begun with the 


object of giving him a clean slate. The first 
meeting of creditors, the notice stated, 
would be held on Aug. 8. 

Among those receiving notices was the 
commission firm of Irwin, Green & Co., which 
was carrying 4,000,000 bushels of long wheat 
for Harper indirectly through its Cincinnati 
house. The wheat was protected by margins 
of 20 cents a bughel deposited in the Fidelity 
National bank, of which Harper was vice 
president. By the failure of the bank with 
the collapse of the bull campaign which was 


being carried on with its funds, this firm |. 


lost around $400,000. - 
„We have kept some track of Harper all 


these years,“ said C. D. Irwin, and have 


suspected he would try to be cleared of his 
debts. We shall be represented at the credi- 


tors’ meeting and are inclined to fight 
against his being adjudged a bankrupt. 


% have not yet inquired as to the law, 
but Harper went to prison, and where crimi- 
nal lability is involved it ought not to be 
so easy for the bankrupt to be presented with 
a clean financial bill of health.”’
